When 1 retired from detettlve wur 


after an experience uf sixteen year 
tbe public press and my friends wer 
pleased to say tbat I bad done CMT 
lent service.

I bad stiovru 
stupidity worthy of tbe greenest pa 
trolman on London's police force, 
bad been at Scotland Yard fur three

A year after I began watching th 


bric-a-brac shop there were complaint 
made about a certain merchant taild 
named Davlson. He was making suit 
to order BO cheap tbat other tailors 
declared tbe goods must be stolen. A 
a matter of fact several bolts of cloth 
stolen from a tailor In a town fifty 
miles away were found in his shop 
but he proved himself clear of the law 
by a narrow margin. I became a cus 
tomer of bis. as I bad been of Saun 
ders. There were times when we hat 
a glass-of ale and a pipe together, and 
from the very outset I used ray best ef 
forts to get on to bis little game. He 
continued to make suits to order far 
cheaper than his rival, but though hi 
shop was searched again and again no 
more suspicious goods were found 
Davlson was full of talk and seemed 
to be without suspicion, but 1 got no 
Information from him to help my rase 
1 early ascertained tbat be lived In 
Montgomery place nnd bad a wife am 
two children.

Since this bond issue was first pro- 


posed there hat been some specula- 
tion among the taxpayers ai to the 
effect It might have upon the tax rat*. 
That there may be no Incorrect con- 
clusions reached through misunder- 
standing of the matter, several in- 
terested person* have made inquiries 
and learned the following tacts: 


The amount of road and bridge tax 


now paid by commissioner district 
No. 4, in which Daytona is located, 
amounts to approximately $24,000 an- 
nually. The proposed new road in- 
cludes the greater part of the public 
highways now used within the terri- 
tory Included in the contemplated 
bond district. The upkeep of such 
roads as it is hoped to build, if the 
(400,000 bond issue is endorsed, will 
ie very small in cost, compared with 
the expenditures now found neces- 
sary in maintaining the present un- 
satisfactory roads, tf the new road 
s constructed, it is certain that the 
county commissioners will greatly re- 
duce the mill rate levied upon this 
listrict for road and bridge purposes, 
rbat does not mean, however, that 
taxes will actually be reduced, for it 
must be remembered that six per 
cent. Interest must be paid annually 
upon $400,000 worth of bonds; and In 
addition to this there must be set 
aside each year a sinking fund suffi- 
ciently large in amount to aggregate 
the sum necessary to retire the bonds 
at the end of thirty years unless, in- 
tead, the 
refunding-bond 
method 


hould be adopted In liquidating all 
r part of the Indebtedness. 
Advocates of the project under dis- 
ussion say that in the long run it 
rould be the soundest sort of econo- 
lie policy to endorse the issuance 
f $400,000 bonds and build perma- 
nent roads in this section.

Wbea 1 retired from deteulve work 


after an experience uf sixteen years 
tbe public press and my friends were 
pleased to say tbat I had done <>\cei 
lent service. On tbe wbole. this praN< 
was deserved, but at the same time. 
In one case at least. I had suoivu a 
stupidity worthy of the greenest pa- 
trolman on London's police force. • J 
had been at Scotland Yard for three 
years when I removed my family to 
Queen street It was to »n apartment 
bouse, and we took the second floor 
On the floor above were a inarriec 
couple named Hadan 
Tbe man. as I 


came to understand, was a manufac- 
turing jeweler in a small way. The 
Hadans lived very quietly and made 
no display, and the wife kept very 
much to herself. Not as a detective

At about tbe time of my removal 1 


was set to watch in a general way a 
certain dealer in bric-a-brac named 
Saunders.

county commissioners will greatly re- 
duce the mill rate levied upon this 
district for road and bridge purposes.
